Allen: And tho American consumer 


today' is paying three-eiglita of a cent 
per pound on refined sugars more thun 
lie wonld be compelled to pay under a 
ayetem of separate refineries? 


Yes, sir. " •

fitted'tb the extent of three-eights of a 
cent pot pound on his sugar?

Los Angeles authorities find that they 


are unable to take caro of tho 170 
wealers who stole a train of the Atlan- 
tic & Pacific railroad at Barstow on June 
6th, and who were sentenced to serve 
four months in tho county jail by Judge 
Ross yesterday in the United States cir- 
cuit court. 


Sheriff Scott received word yesterday 


that Marshal Covarrubiao would start 
for Fresno today with thirty' of the 
crowd, who will serve their time in the 
Fresno jail. They were charged with 
interfering with property1 while under 
the control of n receiver appointed by 
the United States court. 


Being federal prisoners they cannot 


be put to work unless ao stated in the 
commitment.

A HOBLE ACCIDENT 


William E. Norton Killed 


by an Explosion. 


A SODA WATJSK TANK BUKSTS 


The Unfoftanata Man Waa Nearly 


Eviscerated— Cause of the 


Accident. 


A horrible ' accident occurred yester- 


day afternoon about 4 o'clock,, in the 
rear of Norton & Schuttler'a confection- 
ery store, resulting in the death of.Wil- 
liam'E, Norton, u brother of. one o| the 
proprietors.. Kortonand Al.Stjadv-;, an- 
other employe of the firm, were making 
soda water when the tank exploded. 
Norton received 'injuries from 'which he 
died in less than a minute afterwards, 
while Shade had a miraculous escape, 
not receiving even a scratch. 


Tho wounded man was lifted by ten- 


der hands and carried into the work- 
shop of the establishment. Dr. J. 11. 
Reily was summoned, but there was 
nothing to be done for the unfortunate 
man as he wns already breathing his 
ast. S. W. Norton, the brother of the 
dead man, was deeply affected by liis 
brothor'e terrible death and 
sobbed 


aloud. 


A argo crowd of morbid people as- 


sembled in front of the store, and 
another in the rear, craning their necks 
to get a look at the deceased, but very few 
were admitted. After Norton's death 
ho was taken to the undertaking estub- 
ment of Stephens & Bean, where Coro- 
ner Stephens will hold an inquest this 
morning. 
No post mortem -will be 


necessary as the cause of death is plain 
enough. 


Al Shade, who was with Norton in 


tbe rear of the store when tlio accident 
occurred, gives the following account of 
the affair : 


He and Norton were preparing soda 


water at the time. Shade was charging 
the generator, while Nortou wan rotik- 
ing the tank, which lay horizontally in 
the rocker. The gaugo registered 100 
pounds, according to Shade. At this 
point Shade was ubout to turn off the 
flow of gaa, which was being conveyed 
to the tank by moans of a rubber tube, 
when the explosion occurred. 


It was n very loud and violent one. 


Norton, who was leaning over the tank 
w ien it exploded, received the full lorn-, 
of tho explosion. He was thrown back- 
ward while the tank wentllyingtlirougli 
tho air at a height of twenty feet and 
landed in a back yard about forty feet 
north. In its (light it toro off part of 
thu corrugated iron roof of an outhouse. 


An investigation of Norton's injuries 


shdwed he hud beenalmntdiecuibowlcd. 
On his -right side there was a gaping 
wound us large as n plate, through 
which tlio viscera protruded. The liver 
was horribly lacerated, but the viscera 
had not been injured. A further exam- 
ination made by Dr. Ilcily showed that 
seven of the lower ribs on the right 
side wer3 completely shattered. On tho 
left side tho second and third ribs were 
broken to pieces, and there was a largo 
bruieu over tho heart, urolmbly where 
the main part of tho tank struck him. 


Shade, who was almost as near tho 


tank as Norton, wns merely drenched 
by tlio water, and whilo the explosion 
shocked him he did not receive 
n 


Bcratcli, The gauge after tho accident 
registered 180, though Shade claims it 
was only 100 when the explosion oc- 
curred. Ho believes the explosion scut 
the indicator up. As for the cause of 
the accident, Shade believes the gauge 
was out of order and that there was 
much more gas in the tank than it in- 
dicated. It was out of order about ten 
days ago and Norton & Schultler hud it 
repaired. 


Mr. Schuttler does not think tho 


gauge was to blame. He nnd Shade 
filled tbe tank n few days ago nnd the 
gauge worked well. In Mr. Schuttlcr's 
apinion the canst of the explosion was 
a defect in the tank. 


William K. Norton was n native of 


Maryland aud nbout 41 years of ago. 
Ho was unmarried. He was a cigar- 
maker by trade and wns a first class 
workman. He also stood very high in 
Lhe cigar-makers' union. 
The past 


month or so he has been working for his 
brother. He had many good qualities, 
and his terrible death ia greatly re- 
gretted. The funeral will occur thia 
afternoon nt 3.30 o'clock from Stephens 
<fc Bean's undertaking establishment.

Employment of Special 


Counsel.

was very light yesterday. Tho .Kepub- 
ican convention which was in 
full

The stagnation was as apparent in 


,he supervisors' room as elsewhere. 
However, though little business was 
transacted by the board, it was very 
important. The day before on motion 
of Supervisor Butler, he and Supervisor 
Sayre were appointed a committee to 
employ special counsel to act in con- 
junction with the district attorney in 
prosecuting all violations of liquor or- 
dinance No. 52. Letcher did not vote 
and Wickerehara was absent. Butler, 
Hayre and Foster voted for the motion. 


Yesterday Butler and Sayre made 


their report. It announced that tho 
committee had obtained the services ot 
S. J. Hinds to act in conjunction with 
the District Attorney in prosecuting all 
violators of ordinance No. 52, pertaining 
to the saloons. Hinds is to receive $350 
for his work. Of this amount $250 is 
to be paid down and the balance on- the 
termination of all cases before the board 
or that may come before it in connec- 
tion with this ordinance. The attorney is 
also to give hie services in prosecuting 
tor the recovery of penalties and tho 
forfeiture of bonds. 


The report was adopted by the vote of 


Supervisors Butler, Sayre and Foster. 


The action of these supervisors when 


it became known was very harshly criti- 
cized. 
People cannot see where the 


economy of cutting off a $150 deputy 
from the district attorney's office comes 
in when the board makes up for it by 
paying $850 for special counsel in vari- 
ous cases. The inconsistency of Butler 
and Sayro particularly is so glarinz that 
peoplearewonderingwhatcan have pos- 
lessed them. 


Tiiese are the supervisors that pro- 


tested BO warmly against the employ- 
ment of an attorney to light tho Smilio 
suit for the county, on the ground that 
the district attorney's office was getting 
paid to take care of the county's inter- 


ts. Yet they have done the very 


thing they condemned. The appoint- 
ment of counsel to conduct the liquor 
cases is considered by many a rcllection 
npon the ability of District Attorney 
Church. It v,*:i8 even stated he had 
not been consulted in tho mutter. 


This, however, ia not true. 
Mr. 


Churen is not RO easily offended. 
He 


knew of the intention of Butler and 
Hayre to have special counsel, and con- 
sented to putting the extra burden upon 
the taxpayers. In view of the fact Unit 
there ia not much doing in thu district 
attorney's ollice at present it seems as 
if it could handle these cases unaided. 
That is the way most people expressed 
themselves who npoke of the tnsticr yes- 
terday. 


The claim of .1. K. Porteoua for re- 


pairs on a grader generously lent by 
Supervisor Foster to a friend, who re- 
turned it in u badly damaged condition, 
was favorably reported on , by the fin- 
ance committee and ordered paid. Mr. 
Foster will have the pleasure of making 
thu game good to the county and it. is 
not likely he will again permit his 
friends to use the county's property.

selling liquor on Sunday, mas continued 
till Juno 25th, at 10 o'clock. After pass- 
ing upon bills, the board adjourned 
until Ltiedatu mentioned.

Jiwt on« hour hud elapsed alter the 


opening of tlio Rupublicau county con- 
vention of Fresno county yesterday 
when a number of sad-eyed uion were 
otaemi) unking a stealthy exit from 
the doorway of Kntiier ball. 


Some of the end-eyed ones were Dem- 


ocrats; others belonged to tlio Peoples' 
Tarty. They Iiad conic fortified with 
pleasing visions of eniashedBlatee with an 
accompaniment of smashed uosea. They 
had jeered at "white-winged peace," ami 
declared harmony impossible. It was 
just as likely, they averred, that Wick- 
etBham and Shanklm should join hands 
for their party's good as (hat Lawyer 
Topper should unite with Parson Col- 
line in a holiness meeting, with a eo 
anti-dance accompaniment. 


These Democrat* and Populists tried 


to enjoy themeelTes lor the brief hour 
in which any prospect of a family feud 
conld 
be discerned. But when the 


only possible source of contention was 
removed by the voluntary withdrawal 
of the oiilv representative of an alleged 
faction, and wlien both W. H. Shuferof 
the- county delegation and Frank II. 
Short of the city delegation rose almost 
•imultaneouBly 
to withdraw as as- 


pirants for the chairmanship, the cup of 
bittyriieee ran over foi the disgruntled 
dieaples of the "preat tin terrified," and 
the i'eople'e Party men lifted up their 
voices and wept. 
"It's not that way at a Democratic 


convention," wiiil one of the great iin- 
terrliicd mourn (ally. "There's always 
a split atu Democratic convention, and 
when we split, it's for keeps, and there's 
no fooling about it." 


MOHNIKG SESSION. 


The convention was called to order, 


pnnctnally at 10 a.m. by Dr. T. M. Hay- 
den, chairman of the County Central 
committee. 


Secretary J. \V, Shnnklin read thc- 


call for the conventione and nomina- 
tions for temporary chairman of the 
meeting were declared in order, 


L. L. Cory, in a 
complimentary 


speech, nominated Frank H. Short. " I 
wiBh," eaid he, " to show that we are 
h»rc as KcpnhlScans and uotfor the pur- 
pose of gratifying personal aims, but the 
broad judgment of the majority." 


Dr. llowell seconded the nomination 


on behalf of the young Republicans of 
Fresno county. He believed there was 
»auUereal ft-eling in the county that 
there should be no factional fight, no 
pereonnl 
interests served, but they 


wanted harmony, nod with harmony 
they would havo BUCCUEE.

O. A. Hart of Millerton as one that 
would harmonize factions, and in order 
that neither Wickcrsham nor Shanklin 
might be humiliated in the convention. 


After a brief discussion in which Mr.
